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FIENDS IN HUMAN FORM. 

(Taken from the Louisville Time* ) 
M.ny year* ago two men and three 
women made their aflpearaoce In Lin- 
coln county, Ky . nod camped by the 
Wilderness road, about a mile from 
Stanford They gave tbelr name* a* 
Harpe. and claimed to be emigrant* 
from North Carolina 
One of the men wa* very large of 
stature. HI* countenance wa* bold, fe- 
roclou* and exceedingly repulilve. HI* 
limb* were gigaotlc, bony and mutcu- 
lar, and hi* whole appearaoce revealed 
nothing but villainy and cruelty. HI* 
hair wa* very thick, ooar«e and of a 
Hary red He wore no bat, and hi* few 
clothe* were filthy and ragged. He 
carried a rifle In bl* band* and a knife 
and tomahawk In a broad leather belt 
fastened around hi* wat*t. He wa* the 
leader. 

The other Harpe wa* tbecouuterpart 
of bl* brother In appearaoce. except 
that be wa* very «tual! of nature 
Two of the women, "lUg" Harpe’*' 
who*, were coar*e. dirty nud of no ex- 
. ceedlngly *habby appearance, while | 
the other, the wife of "Little" flarpe. 
wa* equally shabby, but wa* beautiful! 
and educated. 

They remained at tbelr camp on the 
Wliderneo. road two day* and night*, 
•pending tbu lime In drloklog and de- 1 
baochery. 

When they left thl* place they took 
the road leading to tireeo river, and 
the day after their departure a wealthy 
young mao from Virginia wa* robbed 
and murdered lo the Wlldernee* road, 
which run* through Rockcastle Hill 
The Harpe * were at once *u«pected, 
and a party of armed men weot In pur- 
eult of them. 

After encountering many difficulties I 
on thy way they came upon them while 
encamped lo a bottom of Green river, 
i'a»ey couoty, and forced them to eur- 
render 

They were takeo back to Stanford 
Tb* evidence against th*m wa* coo- 1 
cluelve and they were placed In the j 
Stanford jail. The dlatrtct court be- . 
Ing In *e**ton at Danville. they were 
eent to that place for trial. At Dan- 
ville they broke jail and made tbelr ee 
cape. 

Not long after thl* they w*re heard 
of In Adair county, near the town of 
Columbia, where they murdered a 
child. Thl* little fellow wa* walking 
qul«tiy along the road carrying a 
plllow-ca*e full of flour, when tbe*e In- 
human fiend* foully murdered him and 
threw bl* body Into a (Ink-bole 
All aloog tbelr path, toward the 
mouth of Green rlyer, were the mark* 
of destruction, murder and robbery 
wrought by thl* tornado They mur- 
dered when there wa* no occasion to 
rob A little girl wa* caught by them 
and killed. 

One night a man named Siagall went 
tt Kjbln.ou Lick to get »alt. The 
Harpe'* dre**ed tbetnselvee lo the 
guise of Metbodlet preacher* and 
•ought lodging at Siagall'* house. Mr*. 
Siagall, her baby and a lodger were the 
only occupant* beside* the “preacher*’ ' 
that night. The best room wa* given 
to the “preacher*'' and every attention 
possible wa* shown them 
In the dead of night the Harpe* crept 
down stair*, after murdering the lodg- 
er, and brained Mr*. Stagall and tbe 
baby. They then set fire to the bouse 
and left. 

They came across two men who bad 
camped a short distance from the Sta- 
gall house. These men were reluming 
from Hoblosno Lick, where they also, 
had been for salt. Tbe Harpe* caught 
these two men aod told them they were 
under arrest for arson. They shot one 
of them and the other broke ioo«e aod 
ran. He wa* soon overtaken und kill- 
ed. 

Stagall returned home that day and 
wa* almost o^rcome with grief and 
outrage at the loe* of hi* home and fam- 
ily, He secured the service* of Capt. 
'Leeper, who wa* a powerful aod fear- 
le*« mao. They collected four *talwari 
men aod started on tbe seaicb for ven- 
geance. 

When they arrived at the camp they 
found ooly the women there, who, up 
on teeing the armed men, warned the 
Harpe*, who had gone Into the wood* 
to kill a traveler. Tbe outlaws mount- 
ed ther horses aod rode off In different 
direction*. 

Leeper singled out Big Harpe aod 
followed him, with Stagall, whose horse 
wa* not so Heel. In tbe rear. Little 
Harpe succeeded lo maklog good hi* 
e*c*pe. 

After chasing Big Harpe about nine 
miles, Leeper came within gunshot aod 
fired. Tbe ball passed through tbe 
outlaw'* thigh and entered the horse 
be was rldtog, which fell dead. As the 
horse full, Big Harpe'* gun was wrench- 
ed from bis haod and the horse pinned 
him to the ground. 

Leeper ran up to where the outlaw 
was lying and fouod that one leg wa* 
broken by the bullet and the other 
crushed by tbe dead horse 

When Harpe saw Mr Leepercomlng 
toward him be became frightened aod 
begged not be killed. 



“Never fear me now,’’ said Leeper. 
“Stagall I* coming and I will not an- 
swer for him,” 

Harpe then begged piteously for 
Leeper to protect him 

In a few moment* Stlgall rode up 
aod without uttering a sound, leveled 
hi* rule and tbot the wretch through 
the head 

Tbe two men then severed the bead 
and stuck It on a pole at the fork* of 
tbe road where tbe line* to Hendersoo, 
Morgsofield sod Hopkinsville Inter- 
sect, aod to thl* day tbe spot is knowo 
at “Harpe’t Head." 

(.title Harpe joined Mason's band of 
outlaws and toon became wealthy Fi- 
nally the band becama so notorious that 
tbe governor of Mississippi Territory 
offered a reward of fi300 for the hi a I of 
Mason 

Little Harpe concluded to get tbe re- 
ward himself, so seeing Mason In a 
thick cauebrake counting bis money, 
be shot him and out off ble head. He 
carried It lo the village of Washington, 
capital of tbe Territory, aed claimed 
tbe reward. 

Here be wa* rrcognlz-d by a mao 
who bad onee been robbed by Mason '« 
gaog and Little Harpe wa* at once ar- 
retted and placrdtoj*!! Be watlrled, 
found guilty of murder aod baoged. 

The wive* of the men were ar- 
retted at tbe time of the Stagall mur- 
der aod placed In jail at Kuttellvllle, 
a* accomplice*. Tney were tried and 
acquitted Stagall and a parly of fol- 
io Art Intended to murder tbe women 
after they were acquitted, but Judge 
Ormiby ordered tbe women back lo 
jsll. Toe sheriff locked them up, but, 
knowing that they would not be safe 
from the mob, took them out secretly 
after dark and hid them lo a tlnk bole. 
Tbe oext night he removed them five 
mite* from Kuttellvllle to acava, where 
be kept them supplied with food until 
Stagall and parly left Tbeo tbe wom- 
en made tbelr etcape Tbe womeo 
told tbe (beriff that tbelr bu«haod* 
were once arretted at Kooxvllla aod 
put lo jail for a crime they did not 
commit. After their release they 
vowed vengeoce agalott all maoklod 
aod said they would rob aod murder 
joitl they were killed. 

Tbe wife of Little Harpe, who earn* 
of a good family, afterward married a 
respectable mao of Mississippi, aod 
they reared a large family, all of whom 
were noted for their booeety, sobriety 
aod Industry.
